Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 6-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art neither 
anticipates nor renders obvious an eyeglass lens processing apparatus as claimed in independent 

claim 1, specifically wherein the combination of limitations includes the limitations of the lens 
processing chamber such that a breakage detector that is provided outside a partition forming the 
lens processing chamber includes the limitations of the sensor and controller for the hole forming 
tool as claimed. 

The closest prior art is as detailed in the previous office action. 

Applicant's arguments were persuasive and the amendment to the claims overcome the 
prior art. 

Furthermore, there is no motivation found to modify the prior art to obtain the claimed 
invention.
